2. Applicants' communication paper dated 12/1 1/2003 is acknowledged. Applicants 
have cancelled claims 1-58 and presented new claims 59-81 to delete the subject 
matter elected for the U. S. Application Sr. No. 09914393 filed 3/3/2000 U.S.P. 6624171 
wherein R1 & R1 are joined to form a fused ring.The instant claims represent the 
compounds wherein R1 and R2 are open ended or are Hydrogens. Therefore, the 
claims under consideration are the claims 59-81 (related to compounds and their 
composition only) which are renumbered as claims 1-23. 

3. The closest prior art of record(see parent case) reference Tang et al (WO 
9850356, dated 1 1/12/98) teaches 2-indolinone derivatives as modulators of protein 
kinase activity. The ref. '356 differs from the instant invention by not having N atom in 
the benzene ring of the indole. The ref. '356 does not indicate or suggest arriving at the 
instant compounds.
